Pardee Declares the Act Constitu-

NKW, Onus ASS, Dec. 19.—Tw6 cases 


of great importance were decided yes- 
terday morning by Judge Pardee in 
the United States court. They were 
test cases on the constitutionality of 
the sugar bouty act. Judge Pardee's 
opinion was very short, but forci- 
ble against the position assumed 
by Comptroller Bowler. Ho hoWsthat 
the sugar bounty act is constitutional 
and therefore the 85,000,000 now lying 
in the United States treasury voted to 
the sugar claims and awaiting ^the 
comptroller's pleasure to be distribu- 
ted to the rightful owners, is being 
held, illegally and should be prorated 
among those for whom it was origi- 
nally intended. 


This does not mean final action in 


the case, as the case will be taken up to 
the supreme court of the United 
States. Usually several years elapse 
before a case filed in the higher tribu- 
nal can be tried, but it 4s said that the 
judges have agreed under the circum- 
stances • to give the sugar planters' 
cause an immediate hearing, and it is, 
therefore, probable that within a 
month or two the supreme court will 
pass final judgmnt on Mr. Bowler's 
contention.

found upon the tracks. When the car 
reached the obstruction it was greeted 
by 300 sympathizers, and word was 
sent to the Ridge-avenue depot. A 
large truck soon appeared, and work- 
men proceeded to remove the barrier. 


While this was being done, the crowd 


was only restrained from violence by 
the sight of revolvers in the hands of 
the police. Many of the crowd had 
bricks in their hands, but they re- 
frained from throwing them until the 
barrier had been loaded on the trac 
tion truck. 
Then, when the car and truck start 


ed, a volley of bricks and stones wer« 
hurled. Several windows were broken 
and two of the men in the wagon were 
struck with the flying missiles. For 
four wquares the mob ran after the 
car, expecting that it would be blocked 
at a point west of Twenty-sixth street. 
The car met no further obstacle, an< 
the crowd was kept at a safe distance 
by the display of pistols by the police 


The crowd then surged over to York 


street and proceeded to block the 
tracks with everything they could pro- 
cure. They even tore down a fence 
and in this they were aided by the 
women of the neighborhood.

division had not been opened at las 
reports. 


The efforts

tion company to man the cars by im 
porting motorinen 
and conductor 


from Baltimore, New York, Washing 
ton and other places, have been met bj 
the strikers' committees. A delegation 
of men from Baltimore was met at th 
railroad station to-day, and the strik 
ers' persuasive arguments were s6 MI 
cessfnl that, their fares having bci 
paid, they were sent home again. 


The cars of the Union Traction Co 


were being moved with great irrpgi 
larity. Intervals of an hour betwee 
their arrival and departure on man 
of the principal thoroughfares wcr 
frequent. The nearest appropch to 
regular schedule being maintained wa 
on the Fourth and Eighth-street div 
sions, where cars were run at inte 
vals of about half an hour. Such 
thing as free travel does not exist. A 
of the cars are manned by armed pc 
licemen, and there is an apparent fea 
on the part of the public to ride o 
cars that are liable to be attacked. 


This afternoon a delegate of the 


Christian league called upon Mayor 
Warwick and asked him to we his 
good offices bo bring about a settlement 
of the strike by arbitration. 
The 


mayor listened to his caller intently, 
the argument between them, at times, 
being animated. 


The delegate said afterward that the 


strike leaders had agreed to allow the 
men to go to work within a hour if 
the traction company would .publicly 
consent to arbitration. It is evident, 
however, that the officials of the com- 
pany have not consented to the propo- 
sition. 


A meeting of ministers of all denom- 


inations of Philadelphia and of citi- 
zens was held in Association hall this 
afternoon for the purpose of taking 
action on the strike. Resolutions WIT e 
adopted urging the settlement of the 
trouble by arbitration. 


President Welsh and other officials 


of the Union Traction Co. held a 
lengthy conference with Mayor War- 
wick to-day. Despite the /act th»x 
great secrecy was maintained, it 
developed this afternoon that the con- 
sultation related to the expressed in- 
timation on the part of the company 
to put men from other cities at work. | 
The outcome, however, could not be 
learned. This movement, if carried 
out. will probably result in trouble oc- 
curring.

At this stage of the 
game the experimenter measured 21 
inches just below the waist. When the 
intelligent mother returned in about 
an hour her progeny had disposed of 
the entire mass, measured 33 inches in 
circumference and was in imminent 
danger of exploding. The family phy- 
sician, hastily summoned, managed to 
afford relief, and advised the fond 
parents to quiet the child with matches 
next time and to send for an under- 
taker.

A remarkable feat in the way of house-

When set up on 
Mr. Sevier's lot in Eureka it will be one 
of the finest residences in the city.

PROOF AGAINST BULLETS. 


Skin of a German Which In Impervious to 


Heavy Shot. 


In Berlin a Cingalese baffles all inves- 


tigations by physicians by the impen- 
etrability of his skin. The bronzed east- 
erner, a Hercules in shape, claims to 
have found an elixir which will render 
the human skin impervious to any 
metal point or sharpened edge of a 
knife or dagger and calls himself the 
"Man with the Iron Skin." It is true, 
says the London Graphic, that it has 
been impossible to even scratch his skin 
with sharply-pointed nails, with finely- 
ground knives and daggers. He is now 
exhibiting himself, and his greatest 
feat is to pass with his entire body 
through a hoop, the inside of which is 
hardly big enough to admit his body 
and is closely set with sharp knife 
points, daggers, nails and other equally 
pleasant trifles. Through this hoop he 
squeezes his body with absolute im- 
punity. The physicians do not agree 
as to his immunity, and some of them 
think that Ilhannin, which is his name, 
is a fakir who has by long practice suc- 
ceeded in hardening himself against the 
Impressions of metal upon his skin. 
The professors of the Berlin clinic, 
however, considered it worth while to 
lecture about the man's skin, pronounc- 
ing it an inexplicable matter.

CONGRESS WITH HIM. 


The House Promptly Passes the 


Appropriation Bill 


FOB THE VENEZUELAN COMMISSION 


Recommended by the President in His 


Message Without a Dissenting Vote. 


—The Senate Will be More De- 


liberate and Thorough. 


BERATE. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The only mat- 


ter that occurred in the senate to-day 
having any bearing on the exciting 
question of a possible war with Great 
Britain, were the introduction by Mr. 
Chandler, (rep., N. H.) and the refer- 
ence to the committee on military af- 
fairs, of a bill appropriating 8100,000,- 
000 to strengthen the military arma- 
ment of the United States; the intro- 
duction of a bill by Mr. Hill (dem., N.Y) 
to repeal the law that prohibits officers 
of 
the late 
confederate 
states, 


who had formerly held commissions in 
the United States army or navy, from 
being appointed to any position in the 
army or navy, and a resolution of in- 
quiry offered by Mr. Davis (rep., Minn.) 
as to the attempted establishment of 
post routes by Great Britain or Canada 
over or upon United States territory 
in Alaska. Mr. Hill's desire to have 
his bill passed immediately was de- 
feated 
by an objection 
from Mr. 


Platt (rep., Conn.) who suggested 
that 
there 
was 
no 
immediate 


haste for 
its 
passage, 
as 
the 


country was not ready to go into a 
war before the reassembling of Con- 
gress. Mr. Hill's opinion was that it 
was particularly proper and appro- 
priate "at this critical period of our 
history" that such offensive legisla- 
tion should be wiped out. Mr. Hill's 
bill remains on the table, so that it 
may be taken up for action at any 
time; and Mr. Davis' resolution was 
agreed to without opposition. 


The house bill appropriating $100,- 


000 for the proposed Venezuelan com- 
mission was not received from the 
house. 


Most of the day's session was occu- 


pied A the discussion of a resolution 
offered yesterday by Mr. Call (dem., 
Fla.) for the appointment of a select 
committee to investigate "organized 
efforts of corporations" to control the 
election of members of congress or to 
influence legislation.

and nay votes; but an amendment sub- 
stituting the committee on privileges 
and elections for a select committee 
was carried by a majority of five; and 
the resolution thus amended passed.

with the amendment, moved a recon- 
sideration of the vote by which the re- 
solution was agreed to; and that mo- 
tion is pending. The senate at 3:50 ad- 
journed until to-morrow. 


HOUSE. 


The response of the house to the 


message of President Cleveland yester- 
day was the introduction to-day, by 
Mr. Hitt (rep., 111.), as soon as the read- 
Ing of the journal was concluded, of a 
bill appropriating 8100,000 to pay the 
expenses of the commission suggested 
by the president to determine the true 
divisional line between Venezuela and 
IIHtish Guiana. Its 
reading 
was 


hailed with applause all over the floor. 
Mr. Hotitclle (ri'p., Me.), in view of the; 
momi'titous consequences which might 
follow from the passage of the bill, ex- 
pressed a hope that it might be re- 
ferred to a committee before being acted 
upon, but made no formal objection to 
itb immediate consideration. 
After 


brief stirring speeches by Mr. liitt 
and Mr. Crisp (dem., Ua.), urging united 
and speedy action as essential to the 
successful prosecution of the conten- 
tion of the United States in regard to 
the boundary dispute, the bill was 
passed without a dissenting vote. 


At 12:40 p. m. the house adjourned 


until Friday, after having adopted a 
concurrent resolution providing for a 
holiday recess from December 20 to 
January 3, 1890. 


WHAT CONCERNS GROVER 


Is to Know that the People Condder Ills 


MeHsage Just and Proper, an He Does. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Ex-Congress- 


man Coombs, of New York, who is one 
of the government directors of the Un- 
ion Pacific railway, was among Presi- 
dent Cleveland's callers at the White 
House yesterday morning. The presi- 
dent had been receiving congratula- 
tions all morning from representatives 
and senators, irrespective of party, on 
his message to congress. Mr. Coombs 
also congratulated him, saying that he 
had read the message with interest, 
and it appeared to him that it had 
struck a popular chord in the public 
breast and that the people were with 
him. 


"That is not what Concerns me,'' re- 


plied the president, with grave delib- 
eration. "I am more concerned tc 
know that the people consider it just 
and proper, as I do myself." 


The remark. Mr. Coombs subse- 


quently explained, did not indicate 
that the president had any doubt as te 
the propriety of his course, but that 
what chiefly concerned him was that 
the people should share Ibis belief 
with him.

United States Ambassador Bay- 
ard was absvut. It is understood that 
the British government had not been 
informod officially of President Cleve- 
land's message in regard to the pro- 
posed commission in the Venezuelan 
boundary dispute and that Great 
Britain will follow the usual diplo- 
matic course until overt action is taken 
by the United States. 


The action of the hou.se of represen- 


tatives in voting an appropriation for 
the expense of the commission may 
hasten the crisis, but it Ls not expected 
that tl'.ere will be serious develope- 
ments until the commission shall ar- 
rive in Venezuela.

That prediction la verified already. 


Senator Pettigrew is to-day one of the 
leading members of the senate, and will 
occupy a commanding position during1 
the Fifty-fourth congress. He is an in- 
dependent, forceful character, full of 
energy, aggressive for his state, cour- 
ageous and honorable. When a very 
young man he was nominated and 
elected delegate in congress from the 
great big territory of Dakota. 
That 


was in 1880, and he immediately began 
working for the division of th" terri- 
tory into two states. He never 1 * up 
nor faltered in his efforts until ihey 
were crowned with success. After he 
voluntarily retired from active politics 
and engaged in business he continued 
working for statehood for South Dako- 
ta. He was a leading spirit in the 
Sioux Falls convention which in 1885 
declared the existence of the sovereign 
state of South Dakota, and made un ef- 
fort to break into the union. 
From 


that time on the fight waxed warmer 
and warmer each year. Senator Petti- 
grew came to Washington and re- 
mained here at his own expense during 
each session of the congress, urging the 
admission of jSouth Dakota. The op- 
ponents of the measure were many, 
and they were strong men. It was an 
uphill fight. I saw Frank Pettlgrew 
day after day upon the floor of the 
house working for statehood, or send- 
ing his cards to senators to urge the 
rights of the people upon the senators 
of both parties. He is a tireless work- 
er, never becomes discouraged with 
temporary defeat, but pushes along un- 
til success is achieved. Thus he worked 
for South Dakota, and at last, in 1888, a 
bill was passed called "the omnibun 
bill," admitting North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Montana and Washington. 
The new states came into the union 


uly 4,1839. 
The legislature of South Dakota 
ected Frank Pettigrew to the senate, 
id when he came to Washington 3 
sked him what sort of a sensation he 
\perierjced when he realized that he 
ad really been elected to the senate, 
nd he replied: "My first thought hon- 
stly was that I should be able to walk 
ito the senate chamber without hcnd- 
ng in my cards to the groat? men who 
sed to come out BO reluctantly to t>pe 
ic. It was a sensation of triumph 
hiuh was greater than personal pride 
i my election." 
During the last session of congress 
cnator I'ettigrew caused considerable 
peculation and excitement because of 
In independent vote against the Ha- 
aiian cable resolution. Although he 
s a republican, he voted with the demo- 
rats on that measure. He afterwards 
aid that no party ties could bind him 


ote for what he deemed to be wrong 


or his own people, or wrong to any na- 
ion of the earth. He said that party 
ies were sometimes drawn too tight, 
ut that he would not be bound to his 
wn detriment or to the injury of his 
wn conscience. 
Those who were Kurprlsed at tho in- 
ependent vote of Senator Pettigrew on 
he Hawaiian cable evidently did not 
.now what manner of man he is. That 
vas not his first independent TOte in the 
enate. I remember very well the pres- 
ure which was brought to bear upon 
urn in ISDO, when he waaii "back row" 
senator and not recognized in leader- 
ihip. . He denounced certain features 
if the McKinley bill aud declared that 
is would not vote for the bill. All of 
he republican benators went after him, 
urging and begging him to vote for the 


•if the iflver purchjuilng eUn*e «t fh* 
Sherman act, in 1893, Senator Da Boll 
•WM heard almost daily, and hla elo- 
quent voice and vehement manner at- 
tracted universal attention. He woi 
one of the youngest men ever known to 
participate in debate and occupy anea 
leadership as was accorded to Senatoi 
Du Bois by all of hla colleague*. No 
man ever received so high a compliment 
as was paid to Senator Du Boia, -when 
the distinguished ex-secretary of the 
interior. Senator Teller, the long-time 
recognized leader of the silver sena- 
tors, maintained silence himself, and 
urged Senator Du Boia to the front. 
There woa ulso the 
eloquent and 


aggressive Senator Wolcott, of Colo- 
rado, who urged the young ' Idalo 
statesmen to keep in the ran of the 
,fight. And everybody sold, that Sen- 
ator Uu Boia demonstrated hia ability 
to occupy the position which Iran 
thrust upon hm. He was dignified, 
earnest, and sometimes bitterly severe 
upon those senators who favored the 
repeal of the silver purchasing' clause. 
He drew fire from some of the great men 
of the senate, but beld hia ground in a 
creditable manner. 


When the reorganization of the sen- 


ate takes place Senator Du Boia will be 
made chairman of the committee on 
public lands, a position which will en- 
able him to do much for his state. He 
has been a member of the committee 
for two years and had experience in 
legislative affairs as a delegate in con- 
gress from the territory of Idaho, and 
as a member of congress from the new 
stnte of Idaho before his election to 
the senate. Prior to that he was United 
States marshal for the territory of 
Idaho. He is competent to fill any po- 
sition to which he may be called, and

When the senate is reorganized nest 


December Senator Pettigrew will be 
made chairman of tho committee on 
Indian affairs. It will be an excellent 
chairmanship for him, because there 
are so many Indiana in South Dakota 
for whom legislation Is necessary, and 
in whose behalf the executive depart- 
ment of the government should exert 
itself. During the Harrison adminis- 
tration Senator Pettigrew did not se- 
cure proper consideration when he 
sought executive action lor the Indians. 
But* ns chairman of the committee oo 
Indian affairs he eon command atten- 
tion, and executive cooperation. He 
wil often be heard during the debates 
upon important affairs in the Fifty- 
fourth congress: and he will also be 
felt on numerous occasior-s. He is one 
of the strong men of this generation. 


Senator Fred T.'Du Bois, of Idaho, is

some of his many friends are talking 
of booming him for the vice presidency 
on the republican ticket in 1806; but 
the senator will prefer to remain in the 
senate, where he can best serve the in- 
terests of his state.

row" and stepped out into the arena of 
debate. During the summer of 1690 
Congressman Henry C. Ilansbrough, of 
North Dakota, walked into my office 
one evening to bid me good-by, saying: 
"1 am going back to North Dakota now, 
and I am coming back as the next sen- 
ator. 
I am going to succeed Senator 


Pierce. It is all settled, and I will bo 
elected." 


Well, I have heard politicians claim 


good things so often mid get left in the 
Ions; run that I rather demurred to the 
statement and warned my friend that 
he must not be too confident, lest defeat 
should prove dreadfully disappoint- 
ing, 
lie laughed, clasped my hand, 


said pood-by and assured me that I 
would ha\e to write "V. S. S." after his 
name inside of six months. He was 
right, too. Just how he managed to 
make the combinations which brought 
about his election to the senate I have 
never known, but the result showed 
him to lie a good politician as well as 
a statesman. Senator Pierce had been 
governor of Dakota territory, was a 
splenJid newspaper man, had been 
elected to the senate with a legislative 
recommendation that tbe long term of 
six yearn be given him, and he was 
bncked by some pow erful corporations. 
Nevertheless Senator Hansbrough wai 
elected and has since forged to tho 
front until he is now one of the leaders 
of his party on the floor of the senate. 
He made a splendid,effort last winter to 
secure an appropriation ol $1,000,000 to 
eradicate the Russian thistle from our 
soil, but the condition of the national 
finances wai such that the house o* 
reprebentutives declined to allow the 
appropriation. 
Senator Hansbrough 


secured the passage of his bill through 
the senate, but the house miccessfully 
opposed it. Senator Hnnsbrough will 
take up that subject and press it again 
next winter. I do not believe that he 
can accomplish his object on account of 
the condition of the treasury. How- 
ever, men sometimes work for Severn! 
j ears on important measures before the 
congress will permit proper legislation. 
But n solid, steady, persistent worker 
like Senator Ilansbrough ultimately ac- 
complishes his ends. The senator will 
be chairman of the committee on ter- 
ritories, a position held for many years 
by Senator Platt, of Connecticut. 


Inasmuch as the congress will con- 


vene within a few weeks, 1 shall try to 
tell you something about some others 
of the great senators and representa- 
tives upon whom the eyes of the coun- 
try will sopn be fixed as they gather be- 
neath the dome of tbe capitol and pro 
ceed to legislate for the people of this 
great American republic.

Tax Foreign Inaurano* Com- 


panies Two Per Cent.' 


The present legislature of the state of 


Illinois passed an act empowering mu- 
nicipal corporations, for the benefit of 
organized tire departments, to collect 
from all corporations, companies and 
associations not incorporated under the 
laws of this state, and which are en- 
gaged in any city, town or village iu the 
ttre insurance business a suiu of not ex- 
ceeding two per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts received by their agency in such 
city, town or village. The act provides 
that such cities may by ordinance fir 
the amount of tax or license fee to be 
collected from such fire insurance com- 
panies annually. 


The city council of this city has not 


taken advantage of this act heretofore, 
but the matter is now being discussed 
and will probably result in the passage 
of an ordinance making available for the 
benefit of the fire department -a 2 per 
cent tax on the gross receipts of the 
business done by foreign flre insurance 
companies ic tho city as provided by the 
law. 


To make accurate figures as to what 


such an ordinance would yield annually 
to the fire department would be impos 
Bible and can only be approximated. It 
would probably amount to about W.2W 
a year. 
Last year the assessed value of 


the business done by foreign companies 
in this city, that is to say tha assessed 
value of the net premiums collected in 
1891 was {17.478. 
The assessment was 


made on a one-third basis which would 
make the real net value 852,434; add to 
this, say 20 per cent., retained by the 
agency and wo have as the gross receipts 
for 1894, a total of-862,921. 
Two per 


cent, of this sum is $1,258, which would 
be the amount that would go to the flre 
department fund as the result of apply- 
ing this law.
